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1. The noted ROW processes are typical tasks involved in traditional Office of Program Delivery, Office of Traffic Operations, and Office of Bridge projects, however do not supersede actual
contract scope of services. For non-traditional projects such as, but not limited to, Turnkey, Design-Build, or TIA, refer to the specific programs for details on the ROW process within those

programs.
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2. Project-specific constraints and objectives may require some varying of the process. Consultation with the Office of Right of Way is recommended with any questions relating to the need
for or timeframe within which a specific task should be accomplished.

3. Changes to the construction plans that increase or decrease the required construction limits, affect the environmental analysis or increase or decrease the required right-of-way must be

coordinated in a timely manner with the Environmental Analyst for possible reevaluation of the environmental document and permits.

This flowchart is provided as a general guidance tool in conjunction with the PDP Manual and the Right of Way Manual. It does not supersede either document.
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
